OuyvEit, Col., March H.—Mob rtiU 


lias reig-ned among the miners in the 
coal camps of Huerf ano company since 
Sunday, and several of their victims, 
all but one Italians, have been slain 
by bullets from the mob's Winchesters. 
Four of the Italians were kill from 
ambush Tuesday while being taken 
prisoners in a wagon to the jail at 
Walsenburg after a coroner's commit- 
ment for complicity in the murder of 
Abner J. Hixon, a temperance saloon- 
keeper at Bouse. An American boy,' 
who was driving the wagon, was also 
unintentionally killed by the fusilade 
of bullets. 


Before daylight yesterday morning 


a mob of miners and citizens of Wal- 
senburg gathered outside the jail, 
where two of the Italians were eon- 
fined, got inside by a pretense and 
killed both the prisoners. It is re- 
ported that the same mob, thirsting 
for bloodshed, later took out of jail it 
German charged with rape and killed 
him. During the excitement two other 
prisoners escaped. 


Tlie names of the dead so far as 


known are: 


Josejm Wellsby, boy driver of pris- 


oners' wagon. 


Lorenzo Danino, killed in jail. He 


beat Hixon to death. 


Peter Jacobiny, killed in jail. 
The names of the four Italians killed 


on the road are unknown. 


Five other suspects had been re- 


leased from custody before the mob 
rose. 
All of them lived at Rouse, 


where the Italians far outnmber the 
Americans. 


Gov. Mclntyre telegraphed the state 


department at Washington that he had 
instructed the sheriff of Huerf ano 
county to give him particulars and 
protect the Italian miners from fur- 
ther mob violence. He stated in his 
dispatch that from information he be- 
lieved the Italian miners were Ameri- 
can citizens, but he was not certain. 
He further stated that the militia 
nearest the scene coukl be forwarded 
n short notice. 
\ 


Last night he received a meager re- 


sort from the sheriff of Malloy, who 
aid that two were killed on the road, 
he others escaping. He has instructed 
he sheriff to call for assistance, if 
necessary, in doing his duty. 


A report from Walsenburg states 
hat three of the Italians who were be- 
ng brought here from House escaped, 
heir names being given as Antonio 
Gobetto, Stanislo Vittano and Fran 
Cisco Rosetto. It also stated 'there 
were eleven Italians in the wagon. 


Yesterday's attack upon the jail was 
he result of the extreme excitement 
•rovoked by the summary vengeance 
•f Hixon's friends. Three other Hal 
ans, who were in custody as possible 
accessories to the murder of Hixon, 
were overlooked by the mob. 


The massacre of the five men from 


ambush was evidentlywivell planned 
with the exception of the killing of 
;he driver. Four of those killed had 
3een held for trial by the coroner's 
jury. It is openly asserted that Wels- 
jy's death was accidental. 


In oi-der to be certain that the fifth 


Ltalian held for Hixon's murder should 
not escape, the mob yesterday did not 
stop to identify the two prisoners 
found in the jail, but riddled both 
with rifle balls. 


The motive for the murder of Hixon 


is the subject of much speculation 
The deceased was 30 years old and a 
native of Kansas, and was not of an 
aggressive or quarrelsome disposition. 
It was thought that he was attacked 
last Sunday while on the road from 
Walsenburg to Rouse, a coal mininf 
camp, six miles distant, and knockec 
from his horse liy a blow on the head 
Workmen going to the* Rouse mine dis 
covered Hixon with his skull frac 
tured. The injured man was uncon 
Ecious and died two hours later. 


There was absolutely no clew to' th 


perpetrators of the cr,ime, but C. J 
Brewer, pit boss at the coal mine 
solved this difficulty. Hastening t 
his home he secured a trained blood 
hcund and put him on the scent Th 
dog struck a trail that led the pur 
suersto a saloon a half mile away 
The intelligent brute bayed an 
rushed to an old table standing in th 
rear room. An examination of the ta 
ble revealed fresh blood stains. Lo 
zenzo Danino and Jobatto Antonio 
who were found in the room, were im 
mediately arrested. 
The dog con 


tinued to a neighboring cabin, where 
Pete Poszetta and Frank Aurico wer 
found. 
. 


The quartette of Italians made man 


damaging admissions of knowledge o 
the murder, and upon close question 
ing the names of five others impl 
cated were 
divulged. Danino was 


charged with being the chief consp 
rator. Horsemen scoured 
the . sur 


rounding country, and by 4 o'clock i 
the afternoon all the suspected Ita 
ians were under arrest and lodged i 
jail, where they remained until calle 
to attend the inquest. 


After the attack on the wtgon part 


an was comparatively quiet until soon 
nftor midnight. 
About that time 


seven or eight men, wearing masks, 
knocked at the door of the jail, where 
Lorenzo Danino, who was charged toy 
the other Italians with having struck 
the blows that killed Hixon on Sun- 
cay, and the Italian wounded in the 
wagon attack were confined. 


In answer to a question, the men 


said O'Malley the sheriff wanted to 
enter. As soon as the door was opened 
the guard found guns in their faces. 
Part of the masked men then went to 
the cell where tho two Italians wer« 
confined and fired eight or ten shots. 
Each prisoner received four or five 
bullets. One died instantly, but tU?

DETERMINED TO SUPPRESS IOB RULE 


Every Man waling to Perform Honest 


Labor Must and Shall be Permitted 


to Do So—When United States 


Troops M»y Interfere. ' 


An Addrein of the Commercial Uodle*. 
NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—At a meet- 


ing of the council of commercial bodies 
Tuesday night an address was adopted. 


After reciting the lawless acts of the 


mob, under the lead of a labor organiza- 
tion which seeks to dominate the com- 
merce of the city, the address con- 
cludes: 


We are determined that the com- 


merce of this city mutt and shall be 
protected; that every man who de- 
sires to perform honest labor must and 
shall be permitted to do so regardless 
of race, color or previous conditions; 
no man shall be interfered with in the 
pursuance of his daily avocation, and 
we insist on the riffht of every em- 
ployer to hire whom he may choose 
and have his work performed in such 
manner as he may direct. 


We do not deny the rtjfht of work- 


inffmen to combine together for mutual 
protection, or to stop work if they 
choose, but we deny their riffht to pre- 
vent others from working, and we 
warn these men who have taken the 
law in their own hands that the condi- 
tions they have brought about must 
cease. We are willing to meet them 
amicably if they will return to peace- 
ful methods and accept work, accord- 
ing to all men's equal rights. If they 
do not, they must stand aside and let 
others work who will." 


When the Government Will Interfere. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—Secretary 


Lamont said yesterday afternoon that 
he had received no request of any kind 
or from any source for federal troops to 
assist in maintaining the peace at New 
Orleans. 


Mr. Thurber, the pre sident's private 


secretary, when asked for information 
on the subject, said that no request of 
any kind had been addressed to the 
president on the subject. 


In July last a general order amend- 


ing the orders of 187S regarding the 
use of troops in cases of this kind was 
promulgated and the attention of all 
army officers was called to it. Among 
the laws for the enforcement of which 
troops may be used are those which 
prohibit the obstruction or restraining 
the passage of the United States mails 
or commerce among the several states, 
or with foreign nations. 
It is not 


thought that these provisions, by any 
strained construction, could be made 
to apply to cotton ships loading at the 
port of New Orleans. Tht order di- 
rects that: 


"Officers of the army will not permit 


the use of troops under their command 
to aid the civil authorities as a posse 
comitatus or in execution of laws, ex- 
cept as authorized in the foregoing 
enactments. If time will admit, the 
application for the use of troops for 
these purposes must be forwarded, 
with a statement of all the material 
facts in the case, for the consideration 
and action of the president; but in 
cases of sudden and unexpected inva- 
sion, insurrection, endangering the 
public property of the United States, 
or in cases of attemptted or threat- 
ened 
robbery 
or 
interruption of 


the United States mails, or other equal 
emergency so imminent as to prohibit 
communication by telegraph, officers 
of the army may, if they think a ne- 
cessity exists, take such action before • 
the receipt of instructions from the 
seat of government as the circum- 
stances in the cases and the law under 
which they are acting may justify. In 
every such case they will promptly 
report their action and the circum- 
stances requiring it to the adjutant- 
general for the information of the 
president." 


These instructions were issued after 


the experience in the Chicago strike 
troubles last year. 


CAPT. GROSSMAN'S REPORT 


Not Yet Received at the Office of Secre- 


tary of State. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Mr. Dhl, 


the acting secretary of state, said yes- 
terday morning that he had not heard 
any complaint whatever relating to the 
statement made by Capt. Grossman of 
the American mail steamer Alliaaca 
that the vessel had been fired on by a 
Spanish man-of-war. The complaint, 
addressed to Secretary Gresham, which 
Capt. Grossman gave out for publica- 
tion Tuesday, had not been delivered 
to Mr. Uhl up to noon. 


Senor Muriaga, the Spanish minis- 


ter, called upon Mr. Uhl yesterday 
morning. 
When asked 
about the 


visit, Mr. Uhl said it did not relate to 
the Allianca affair. No action will be 
taken with reference to the matter un- 
til Capt. Grossman's report is received.

PARIS, March 14.—A contingent of 


troops destined for Madagascar left 
the Lyons terminus at 2:45 yesterday 
afternoon for the camp at Sathonay. 
A large crowd was assembled at the 
station to see them off, and they v.ere 
enthusiastically cheered.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 14.—A fire 


Which destroyed over 8300,000 worth of 
property in an hour, broke out at 5'SO 
o'clock last evening in the big four- 
Btory building at 410 West Fifth street, 
occupied by the English Supply 004, 
dealers in engine supplies and wrought- 
Iron materials. 


The fire spread with almost incredi- 


ble rapidity through this building, 
<ano in twenty minutes after it had 
started the whole interior was one 
great mass of flames. 


The wind was blowing a gale when 


the fire broke out, and the flames were 
carried to the top of 'the five-story 
brick building north of the En- 
glutb building, occupied by the West- 
ern Newspaper Co. and the 
Great 


Western type fonndry, and at 0-20 
o'clock the walls began falling, and 
all hope of saving it was abandoned. 


The Western Newspaper Co. printed 
"patent 
insides" for 200 western 


•weekly newspapers and employed a 
big force. The loss in this building 
alone will exceed S17S.OOO. 


The English building was owned by 


the Jersey coa-l«state and the destruc- 
tion of the building and contents in- 
volves a loss of about £250,000. It is 
estimated that little more than half 
the loss is cowered by insurance.

The Metropolitan Methodist Epis- 


copal church of this city was for many 
'ears the greatest church o<f that de- 
nomination In the United States, and it 
continues to be one of the leading 
churches in the national capital. In 
the very early days there was a camp 
meeting held on the site which this 
house of God. occupies, and the very 
•enerable Bishop Asbnry conducted the 
services. 
That was long before the 


city of Washington was dreamed of, 
and when Wesleyanism was in its in- 
fancy on this continent. Tune rolled 
on, a new city was projected, and a 
schoolhouse was erected here, in which 
itinerant Methodist preachers held serv- 
ices at long intervals. The capital 
jrew, and the principal residence part 
It the city surrounded the site. The 
schoolhouse was obliterated, and in its 
place there was a series of boarding; 
houses. Senator Thomas H. Beuton, 
of Missouri, resided on the corner. 
Henry Clay, of Kentucky, lived next 
door; and across the street John C. Cal- 
houn had apartments in the Gushing 
house—a fashionable hotel which still 
•stands,but bereft of its prestige. The old 
hotel is now a boarding house, and very 
few of its inmates realize that Calhoun, 
Webster, Foot, Fessenden, Buchanan 
And Douglas once graced its premises 
and held conferences of national sig- 
nificance beneath its gabled roof. 


When the Metropolitan was estab- 


lished, more than a century ago, that 
part of Washington was yet a promi- 
nent portion of the city; but it has since 
sunken into a less than secondary mu 
nicipal rank because of the growth of 
the city in other directions. 
Only 


twenty-five .years ago, Bishop Simpson, 
Bishop Ames and Rev. Dr. Newman 
united in efforts to establish and build 
this beautiful church in the heart of 
the city. Their work was made popular 
.and effective by reason of the fact that 
the idol of the people, the success- 
ful general of the 
army, U. S. 


Grant encouraged them by his assist- 
ance and w ith his unlimited influence. 
The Methpdist churches of the entire 
country, and many of the annual con- 
ferences, contributed to the funds 
which were raised for the erection of 
this Methodist shrine at the seat of the 
national government.

Haas, of New York, made laborious 
and earnest efforts from one end of the 
'land to the other, visiting the confer- 
ences and eloquently presenting the 
cause.

Dr. Punshon was a 
that time the greatest Methodist pulpit 
orator in Canada, and Bishop Simpson 
was unrivaled by any pulpit orator n 
America, excepting alone tlie match 
less Beecher, of Brooklyn. And yet 
the young men and women of this age 
of Methodism know but little of either 
man, and many of them never heart 
the name of Matthew Simpson. Thus 
rapidly do the fame and glory of th 
achievements of this life fade awa; 
into reminiscences. 


Rev John P Newman, who is to-da; 


regarded by many as the most eloqnen 
bishop of Methodism, was made pastor 
of the new church and preached his 
first sermon on Easter Sunday, March 
38, 1809, in the presence of an immense 
audience of distinguished people, among 
them being the president of the United 
States, the vice president, the chief 
justice of the supreme court, many sen- 
ators, representatives, members of the 
cabinet and diplomats from foreign 
lands. President Grant occupied his 
pew for eight years, Vice PresidentCol- 
fai his pew for four years and* Chief 
Justice Chase his pew for four .years. 
Pews were also set aside and marked 
for several of the states and larger 
cities. The original board of trustees 
consisted of Gen U S Grant. Chief

year, the pulpit was declared vacant, 
and Dr. Newman filled it as a "supply 
preacher." Later on, at a subsequent 
conference, he was assigned to the 
Metropolitan pulpit for another period 
of three years. Since then there have 
been other pastors, all of them good 
men and able men; but' none of them 
has drawn such wonderful audiences. 


The only church in Washington 


which has chime bells is the Metropoli 
tan. Everyone who has visited this 
city and remained over Sunday has 
heard them. 
Thanksgiving day, No- 


vember 30,1871, the spire, with a chime 
of bells, was dedicated. The spire was 
named after Mr Thomas Kelso, of Bal- 
timore, who gave $5,000 for its erec- 
tion—he had previously given $7,000 for 
the 
erection of the church. 
The 


chimes were the gift of several indi- 
viduals. For fifteen years the chimes 
were in charge of Prof. Frederick 
Widdows, who rang out each New 
Year and celebrated all public holidays 
by their ringing 
In common with 


very many others who were prominenl 
in the Metropolitan church in its most 
prosperous and popular days, he has 
been gathered unto his fathers. 


At tho last anniversary celebration 


of the founding of the church many 
people of prominence narrated their 
experiences and recollections of the 
church and its work. 
Mrs. John A. 


Logan delivered an impressive address. 
She named many men of note who hac 
worshiped there, and, in reference to 
Gen. Grant, she said: 
"A few of us 


recall anol her, who, when chief mag-is 
trate of all the nation, would come 
regularly with his family and sit in the 
pew that is still dedicated to the presi 
dent of the United States. The sphinx 
like face he wore to the world bore an 
other expression when he worshiped al 
the throne of Him who had guided hi» 
footsteps through all the labyrinths o: 
war's mysterious ways. 
When the 


benediction: 'Praise God from Whom 
All Blessings Flow,' commenced, he 
would quietly rise, and slipping out o: 
the small door at the side of the pul 
pit, would go down and out to avoic 
the stare of curious eyes, of those who 
seemed not to remember that there 
was a time and place for everything." 


Concerning her distinguished bus- 


band, the great volunteer soldier, the 
eloquent statesman, she said: "How 
shall I speak of another who came anc 
went an humble and sincere worshiper 
at this Shrine? Communion Sunday 
December 5, 1888, we knelt together 
here at the railing and partook of the 
last sacrament. On the 10th he was 
taken ill, on the 36th, with the sound 
of Dr. Newman's voice petitioning the 
Heavenly Father for the repose of his 
soul ringing in his ear*, his righteous 
spirit took flight, and I know that he 
is now a partaker of the joys of heaven- 
ly life in the eternal home above. The 
tablet on your walls will testify to the 
presence of Gen. John A. Logan in ifeis 
church, long after the last of us has 
passed away." 


The presence of Mary Logan was 


tacit testimony to the fact that not 
only great men have worshiped here 
bnt that great and noble women have 
also bowed their heads and lifted up 
their souls to God in th'is sacred place 
for the wife of the great soldier U one 
ot the noblest and best of the goo< 
women of our country.

Taxation In £nrop*. 


Taxes in France are the heaviest in 


Europe in proportion to the population 
amounting to (17.50 a head. Though 
the general taxes of the German empire 
are only $3.25 a head, they must be 
added to the taxes of the individua 
states; the average Prussian German 
for instance, pays $15 50. Next comes 
Austria with $13.37 and Hungary witl 
$12.12. England's rate is $11.50. so is 
Holland's; that of Belgium is $11, o: 
Italy $10.50, of Greece $10, of Spain 
Denmark and Roumania, $9, of Sweden 
$5.50, and of Servia $5.25. In Switzer 
land the general government receives 
$9 a head, but the individual cantons 
tax as well. In Russia the rate is the 
lowest, $4.35, as a large proportion of 
the revenue comes from the state's do-

Supervisor Hollinger, of Decatur, 


doing his part toward getting a new 
State Normal School located in Decatur, 
He offered this resolution, which wae 
promptly adopted, the clerk being in- 
structed to send a copy of the same to 
the 41st district representatives in the 
legislature: 


WHEBE^, There is now pending in 


the Illinois general assembly a bill lor a 
new normal school, to be established at 
some central point in Illinois, easy of ac 
cess by railroad, said bill carrying with 
it an appropriation of 8150,000, said 
building to require thirty to forty acres 
of land, and the school to accommodate 
500 to 600 students; and, whereas, 
a number of cities are now working hard 
to secure the school, notably Tuscola, 
Mattoon, Danville and Champaign, and 
whereas, such a state school is what De- 
catur needs most, and should have it if 
it is possible to get it; therefore, re 
solved that the members of the Macon 
county board of supervisors request that 
an earnest effort be made on the part of 
the citizens of Decatur and our repre- 
sentatives in the legislature to secure 
the location of the proposed normal 
school at Decatur, Illinois.
